The result was a riot in which from 
250 to 300 persons were severely beat- 
en. As soon as the police succeeded 
in arresting the ringleaders and send- 
ing them to the Central Station, in 
the patrol wagon, the rioters were

The riot followed the appointment 
of Father Von Kovacs as priest of 
the church over the protests of the 
parishioners. 

The riot was the second to occur 
within the precincts of the parish in 
a week, the police having been rushed 
to the .church last Tuesday night to 
prevent Father Von Kovacs from be- 
ing mobbed. 
Aa a result of this dem- 
onstration it is likely St. Stephen's 
Church will be closed indefinitely. 

The turmoil in St. Stephen's parish 
began nearly three months ago, when 
the members of the church made se- 
rious charges against the Rev. John 
Von Froelich, and requested his re- 
moval. Bishop Aldering made an 
investigation, with the result that the 
priest was exonerated. The congrega- 
tion, however, declined to accept the 
Bishop's verdict.

ADDED CHARGE. 


Ask Embezzlement Complaint 
Against Sturges. 


Alleged Bucketshop Deal Has 
Lively A ftermath. 


Many Prominent Names Are 
Indirectly Involved. 


Following disbarment proceedings 
against him by the Bar Association, 
Attorney Alonzo A. Sturges may have 


jto answer to a charge of embezzie- 


ment and obtaining money under false 
pretenses. The charges are preferred 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Pauly, a client, who 
has applied to the District Attorney's 
office for a criminal complaint. Mrs. 
Ella R. Nevin, the alleged accomplice 
of Sturges, is charged by Mrs. Pauly 
with obtaining $1000 under false pre- 
tenses. A complaint has been asked 
again her, also. 

Involved in the affair is the buck- 
etshep formerly conducted here as 
the H. D. Brown Company, of which 
Sturges was president, and through 
which he is asserted to have professed 


ite make safe investments for Mrs. 


Pauly. According to information in 
the hands of the complaining wit- 
nesses, a judge of the Superior Court, 
several officers of the administrative 
department, and various prominent 
citigens were numbered among the 
customers of the place, 

THE CHARGES. 

Sturges is said to have come to Mrs. 
Pauly with Mrs. Nevin, and to have 
asked for a loan of $1000 in the lat- 
ter’s behalf, drawing up as security 
an agreement by which Mrs. Pauly 
was to collect $150 a month at the 
Los Angeles Trust Company's offices, 
alleged to be part of Mrs. Nevin's in- 
come from the estate of her husband. 
The two represented, accord to 
the allegation, that Mrs. Nevin was 
worth more than $250,000, but that 
ber daughter and son-in-law were 
traveling in the East, and she muat 
have ready cash at once, to pay their 
fare home. The order given on the 
trust company was found to be worth- 
less, Mrs. Pauly says, and, moreover, 
was cancelled with fraudulent intent, 
shortly after it was given. Mrs. Nev- 
in later testified at the Bar Associa 
tion examination that her income had 
been attached for deb. Later still 
she testified before Judge Houser, that 
she had nothing. It is alléged that 
‘Sturges knew her to be a financial 
bankrupt. 

Sturges is further charged with se- 
curing $4450, given him in small sums 
for investment by Mrs. Pauly, and to 
have returned only $1735 of this In al- 
leged profits.

It is alleged 
that Sturges paid this out of the prin- 
cipal, since he could not haye dealt 
with the Pasadena and San Francisco 
offices of Wallis & Louis, cor- 
respondents of the Brown company, 
in that time. 

Various other dividends, always 
smaller than the amount invested, 
were forthcoming from time to time. 
Mrs. Pauly says she kept putting more 
into the concern, which had but one. 
paid-in stockholder, Mrs. Nevin. One 
amount, $2000, was given to Brown 
at a time, he said, when K. Hare had 
threatened to have him and Sturges 
arrested if they did not pay him that 
amount, said to be due on account. 
When Mrs. Pauly finally became in- 
sistent about being repaid, she was 
given a note for $5000, signed jointly 
by Sturges and Mrs. Nevin. This has 
never been paid. The two permitted 
her to secure judgment by default re- 
come when suit was brought for col- 
ection. 


EXTENDS OPIUM CRUSADE. — 


Inspector of State Board of Phar- 
macy Obtains Warrants for More 
Than Twenty Users of Drug. 
Inspector Boden of the State Board 
of Pharmacy started another crusade 
against the sellers of opium and co- 
caine, last night, by obtaining war- 
rants for the arrest of more than 
twenty well-known fiends who have 
been conducting an enormous business 
buying the drugs in wholesale quanti- 
ties and retailing them to other un- 
fortunates. 

With a number of officers detailed 
by Chief of Police Sebastian, the in- 
spector visited the Empire pool hall, 
No. 133 East Third street, and round- 
ed up Roy Anderson, alias Canter, of 
No. 215 West Thirty-third street, and 
Jack Rosen, alias -‘Jackrose,” who 
are alleged to have been engaged in 
the illicit trade in this city since the 
passage of the recent State law for- 
bidding the sale of the drugs except 
under a physician's prescription, 
When searched at the Central Sta- 
tion a large number of powder pa- 
pers and cocaine, as well as opium, 
— found concealed in their cloth- 


ng. 

“These men have been under str- 
veillance for some time, but we al- 
lowed them to operate unmolested 
until we could obtain the names of the 
men who sold them the drugs in 
wholesale lots,”’ said the officer. “In 
the list of fiends whom we hope tc 
arrest are eleven who have forged 
the names of reputable doctors in or- 
der to obtain supplies. The drug- 
gists who engaged in this traffic were 
aware that these prescriptions were 
forgeries, as we found in some stores 
no records were kept, as is required 
by law.” 

It ie the present plan of the in- 
spector to send all fiends caught in the 
dragnet to the State Hospital, where 
efforts will be made to effect a cure.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL 
SPRITUAL REGENERATION 18 THE RES- 
TORATION”-OF BALANCED GROWTH 
AFTER DETERIORATION. | 

At the First Congregational! Church, 
Rev. Willlam Horace Day is giving a 
course of sermons on the problems 
raised by Prof. Patten’s book on the 
social basis of religion. Yesterday 
morning he spoke on the second of the 
great themes, Regeneration. On next 
Sunday morning, in connection with 
the problem of the will, he will speak 
on the subject of Inepiration. Yester- 
day he said in part: : | 

“Society reacts in two ways upon 


morrow is just today not yet born, a 


situation; or, begetting In us a con-' 
,| sciousness of age, an atrophy of hope, 


degeneration, either by the process of 
elimination or the process or reincor- 
poration. Our problem this morning 
concerns the process of rezeneération, 
by which @ man, who has become de- 
generate, is so transformed as to be 
reincorporated into the relations from 
which he is outcast. 

“Regeneration in social terms is the 
process of restoring balanced growth. 
Degeneration begins in the great s0- 
clal factors of heredity and environ- 
ment, which press upon the will and 
compel it to deteriorate. The regen- 
erative process is In reverse order; it 
must begin within the will of the in- 
dividual and go on to social results. 

“With the Prodigal Son, the imme- 
diate consequence of that inward ex- 
perience, was a return to his father's 
house, and the social obligations of 
the family and of the community; but 
at bottom, it was a personal experi- 
ence. Prof. Patten would cal) this, 
transformation, passing from the sub- 
normal to the super-normal: and by 
it, he would mean almost exactly 
what St. Paul meant when he talked 
about the transforming from the nat- 
ural man to the spiritua! man. 

“Prof, James, in his varieties of re- 
ligious experiences, has analyzed re- 
zeneration as the process by which a 
self, hitherto divided, consciously 
wrong, inferier and unhappy, becomes 
unified and consciously superior and 
happy, in consequence of a firmer 
hold upon religious realities. Our 
text, Titus 3:5, declares that it is not 
because of ovr own righteousness, or 
the works that we have done, bit 
through His mercy, that we are saved. 
In the modern scientists’ words, ‘we 
feel there i# something in us that 
leads to destruction, unless our weak- 
nesses are supplemented by a power 
higher and stronger than ourselves.’ 
Though tt be with wus, it does not 
spring alone from that which is al- 


ready within us. 


“Life is not the result of spontane- 
ous generation. Life must be born of 
life, born from above. It is the dis- 
covery of this law in social phenome- 
non, the law which the physical scien- 
tists find operating in biological evo- 
lution, modern economists discovered 
at work in social evolution. That is 
why Prof. Patten tells us, as a pro- 
fessional economist, that he believes 
the plan of salvation can be defined 
in terms of social science. The men 
of our time.are but coming to under- 
stand the larger significance of these 


words of Jesus, “except a man be born 


anew, or from above; he cannot see 
the Kingdom.’ ”

After enter- 
taining such thoughts for a moment, 
you have doubtless come to yourself 
and felt very wicked and very much 
abashed for even permitting such 
blasphemous thoughts even momen- 
tarily to come into your mind, and you 
perhaps prayed that you may be free 
from such sacrilege and _  rebellious- 
ness of heart in the future. | 

“If you Rave had stich an experi- 
ence as this, I h you have come 
to see that instead’of ite being one of 
the wickedest, it was one of the 
grandest and best moments of your 
life. Your momentary challenge of 
the works of the Alinighty, was the 
moment when your lown soul. was 
struggling up to the#realization of its 
own divinity, by assaming the divine 


responsibility of questioning the mora! 


soundness of the universe of life. 
“The time has come when we can 
no longer shirk our responsibility by 
resigning ourselves to the thought 
that affairs are in the hands of an 
all-wise and all-powerful being who 
doeth all things well. This is the 


great creative morn when the world | 
and as | 


is being created as rapidly 
truly as at any previous time, and anv 
valuable hints that we may give are 
entirely in order. Not only aré they 
in order, but they are demanded of us 
and we are derelict if we fail either 
to put them forth or to back them up 
by all the power and energy we pos- 
sess. 

“This recognition of the fact that 
we are divine creators engaged in the 
stupendous task of world building 
does not mean that we repudiate God 
and exalt ourselves to his place, but 
it means the very reverse.

"This recognition of the divinity of 
man and of the fact that his life 
work is a divine task, revolutionizes 
his whole attitude toward life Ro 
long as mah ahd God were recarded 
as distinct and seperate entities an- 
tagonistic to Pach other in nature. 
man could only be a cringing. fear- 
ing, supplicating being, afraid of call- 
the wrath of: God upon him- 
self. 
“Rut the realization of his own 4i- 
vinitvy and the recognition of. this« 
world as furnishing him the materia!

Neverthe- 
less, “Handsome is that handsome 
does.” This text has stood in the way 


of God's people for centuries, and 
stili continues in the way of many 
of them. To such it proves the al- 
mighty creator to be a most unkind 
one, a most un-fatherly one, view the 
matter as we will. Some say, loveless- 
ly and illogically, that God provided 
from before the foundation of the 
world a great gehenna of fire, tor- 
ture, suffering, and that all mankind 
were doomed on account of Father 


Jesus's death arrangement was made 
by which the small number who 
walk in Hiss footsteps in the “narrow 
way’ may escape this awful eternity. 

Others say, not so: God is love, and 
these unquenchable fires and immortal 
worms are matters of necessity which 
His love cannot overcome, because, by 
some slip of unwisdom in the bein 
ning, or by some lack of power since, 
the Almighty is unable to do better 
than to save the mere handful and 
to allow the great mass of mankind 
to suffer ehdless torture in the fire 
that never shall be quenched, and 
where the worm will never die. 

TEACHER MISUNDERSTOOD. 

These words, from the lips of our 
Master, the great teacher, have been 
greviously misunderstood. The teach- 
ing of our Protestant childhood was 
to the effect that only the saintly elect 
would go to heaven and that others 
would not only lose heaven, but gain 
an eternal life in torment. Thus our 
text was understood to portray what 
practically the whole world of man- 
kind ‘would be compelied to endure. 

This hell was pictured to our child- 
hood minds from oustide the Bible as 
heated to a. white heat. If we ex- 
pressed wonder or surprise that any 
creature could endure such conditions 
so long the answer was that God 
would exercise His omnipotent power 
to make us fire proof and pain sensi- 
tive. 

Some theologians of the Thomas a 
Kempis school of thought went so. far 
as to picture the poor creatures in 
their sufferings arid to show that the 
heat would form a kind of an asbestos 
covering which would shield them 
from a measure of its intensity. But 
those deluded theologians proceeded | 
to explain that these outer coverings 
would crack and shell off every little 
while, leaving the powr victim freshly 
tender that his suffering might be the 
more intense. 

Of course, these theologians of the 
past had their difficulty in dealing 
with the worms. They could Imagine 


as being made immune to pain by the 
chief torturer, the Almighty God. But 
just how to imagine the worms get- 
ting along in so great a heat and how 
they would in any wise increase the 
torture of the poor sufferers was to 
many a perplexity. But patient 
thoughtfulness along these cruel and 
devilish lines enabled some ‘to formu- 
late the theory that the worms would 
be fiery ones, living in fire, delighting 
in fire—worms .that would bore 
through the incrustations and add still 
further to the horrible sufferings of 
the world of mankind. 
WAS THIS WHAT JESUS MEANT? 
Did the great teacher intend that 
such, conclusions should be drawn 
fron’ His language? And did He stop 
short of the description from reasons | 
of sympathy or modesty or shame? Is 
thie the general teaching of God's 
word or has a great and terrible 
mistake becn made? And have we 


mistaken a figure of speech and 
treated it ag literal? We erred. We 
misunderstood. 

The Great Teacher who rebuked 


His disciples, James and John, when 


they desired to call fire from heav-/ 


en upon the City of Samaria, because 
the people thereof refused to sell 


them food for the ’Mester—the sym- _ 


pathetic One who said to them, “Ye 
know not what manner of spirit ye 
are of; the son of man. came not 
to destroy men's lives, but to save 
them’™’—could that son of man in any 
wise intend to tell us that our great 
Heavenly Father had less of the spirit 
of love and righteousness than. the 
two impetuous disciples? 

Did He mean to intimate that while 
the disciples might itmpetuously have 
been willing to destroy the earthly 
life of the Samaritans, the Heavenly 
Father of still more demontacal dispo-« 
sition, would treat practically all man- 
kind ten million times worse than 
that and use divine power to all eter- 
nity to perpetuate the sufferings of 
His earthly creatures, which His own 
word declares were born in ain. shap- 
en in iniquity. in sin did their moth> 
ers conceive them—earthly creatures.

from Genesis to Malachi, ts sheol 


which is indiscriminately translated | 
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city of Jerusalem, the valley will be 
seen to the southwest of the city 
wall. At a time when the Israelites 
became sadly involved in idolatry, 
this valley was as a sacred place. 
An image of the heathen god, Moloch, 
made of brass, and hollow, Was erect- 

. It was so constructed that the 
chair, which was a part of the image, 
constituted a furnace fired from. the 
rear, and the head of the image was 
the top of a flue. 

The image held out its arms as 
though to receive something and, 
heated red hot by the fire, was a re- 
ceptacile in which deluded Israelites 
placed their children as sacrifices, 
while trumpets were blown, drums 
beaten and the people shouted, stifiin 
the cries of the tortured infants (I 
Kings xxvili, 106.) When the good 
King Josiah came to the throne, all 
this idolatry was abolished and the 
proper worship of God in the temple 
was resumed. Then, lest the people 
should ever again resort to such 
atrocious customs, the, valley was 
desecrated. It became the valley of 
abomination: It was used as a 
dumping place for the filth of Jeru- 
salem. Dead dogs and dead cats were

lent in the New Testament, we have 
seen, is hades, which likewise is in- 
discriminately translated grave and 
hell, but shonld always be rendered 
grave. We repeat again that no schol- 
ar in the world will claim that there 
is the slightest thought of life or suf- 
fering or joy connected with these 
words. 

The Scriptures distinctly . declare 
that “there is neither wisdom, nor de- 
vice; nor knowledge in sheol”’—to 
which all, both good and bad, go at 
death, and where they remain until 
the resurrection. In the New Testa- 
ment the word tartarus occtrs once 
only and is. mistransiated hell, where- 
as it should be rendered our earth's 
atmosphere. It has no reference to 
humanity in any way, but to the fal- 
len angels. The apostie says that as 
a punishment “God cast them down to 
tartarus” and they are “reserved in 
chains of darkness until the judgement 
of the great day.” ar. 

But today we-will examine § the 
fourth and last word translated hell 
in our common English Bible. This 
word in the Greek its rehenna. ft oc- 
curs but twelve times, as follows: 
Matthew v, 22, 29, 30; x, 28; xvill; 9: 
xxiff, 15, 23; Mark ix, 48, 46. 47: 
Luke xli,5; James ili, 6. One of the 
occurrences in in connection with our 
text today. The question is. To what 
does this word gehenna refer? Ie it 
a name for purgatory? Or a name 
for a. still worre plicce of unending 
torture, as our Protestant creeds: de- 
clare? We answer, No. It is a. fie- 
ure. of speech used to symbolize the 
aecond death—the death from which 
there will be no resurrection. no re- 
suscitation—the everlasting destruc- 
tion mentioned by St. Panl, and of 
which Peter says that they which 
experience it perish like the brute 
beast (11 Thessalonians i, 9; 11. Pe. 
ter ii, 12.) This le very plainly stated 
in Revelation xx, 14," where of this 
“lake of fire” it te declared. “this ta 
the second death.” 

THE VALLEY OF HINNOM— 

TOPHET. 
The Greek word gehenna ts the syn- 


nom, which means “The valley of 
Hinnom.” This valley is repeatedty 
mentioned in the Bible. It was owned 
by a family named Hinnom. The 
first reference to it is in Joshua’ xy,

some of the vile criminals, after exe- 
cution, were thrown therein instead of 
being given burial—to typically illus- 
trate thet there is no future life for 
such obnoxious beings—that they will 
be refuse. 

The Valley of Hinnom is now filled 
upd, and an orchard grows there: but 
originally it was quite deep. The car- 
casses of animals were thrown there 
intended for destruction, the worms 
feeding upon them. .No one sought to 
hinder the worms from making a com- 
plete destruction. In the bottom of 
the valley. fires were kindled for the 


-ecomsumption of the waste debris, and 


brimstone was added, that the fumes 
ef it might destroy any germs of di- 
sease. No one thought of. quenching 
that fire: it was one that was desired. 
This was the gehenna of our Lord's 
day. He uses tt tn a fieurative or 
pictorial sense as illustrating the Sec- 
ond Death, which will be the portion 
of all wilful sinners. He used it also 
symbolically, In connection with other 
symbols, in the book of Revelation, 
where as already seen, He explains it 
to mean the Second Death. 

The worms of that valley were no 
more immortal than any other worms 
or maggots, and the fires enkindled 
there are not burning now. This ex-| 
pression, “Where their worm dieth not 
and the fire is not quenched,” merely 
signifies that the destruction of the 
class representéd would be complete, 
that nothing would interfere to save 
them from destruction. Adamic death 
will be destroyed, a« the Scrinotures de- 
clare. Christ died that He might have 
Adamic death and uplift all of Adam's 
race who will accept His favor back 
to all that was lost in Adam, and re- 
deemed at Calvary. But the Second 
Death is a friend to God and to all 
who love righteousness, since it will 
utterly and forever destroy such as 
have tove or sympathy for sin and re- 
fuse to be obedient to. the Divine will 
after full enlightenment. 

The Antitypical “Gehcuna.” 

As the earthly Jerusalem was a fig- 
ure of the Jerusalem from above, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, the Kingdom of 
God that is to be established in all 
the earth, so gehenna and its “fire” 
and “worms” prefigured the destruc- 
tion of the Second Death upon every 
wilful sinner, during or shortly after 
the termination of Christ's Mediator- 
jal Kingdom and reign. and the deliv- 
ery of the Kingdom back to God, with 
righteousness fully established.

BECOME YACHTSMEN 
BEGIN THE BOTTOM. 


IKE all other sports—or 
become a good yachts- 
it is best to begin at the bot- 


foundation of the thing. In no pbet- 


getting at the rudi- 
ments of the game through the med- 
fum of the small boat, can a Corin- 
thian get so thoroughly familiar with 
the tricks of the waves, wind and the 
qualities of a boat. 

Have you ever seen a person take 
hold of a pair of oars for the first 
time and try to row? 


One oar will be higher than the 
other and the blades will point in 
most every old direction but the one 
required, 

“Hang it,” says the ‘Would-be oares- 
man—or some times he says some- 
thing else—*“the old things slip.” 
When he picks himself up from the 
bottom of the boat he pays more at- 
tention to the oars and it is not long 
before he can propel the craft satis- 
factorily~-at least to himeelf. 

Rowing @ boat in smiooth water and 
rowing one in a choppy sea are two 
different propositions and the latter 
requires some skill and judgment. 
You have to pay attention to the 
Waves and, hurse the boat along so 
that she will go over them and raise 
as little spray as possible. 

There are a dozen different ways 
of rowing, but the .best way is to 
feather the oars slightly so as to be- 
come used to thie method. Then, 
when rowing against a wind the 
strain on the &rms is cut down as 
much as le, There are also dif- 
ferent grades of raising the oars out 
of the water to repeat the stroke.. 
The best method is 
often d as long 
will drift into the easiest and quick- 
est method. 

The next move is to use a small sail 
so as to eut\downh fowing as much 
as possible, ou must first learn to 
|row before using a sail, naturally, and 
ithe use of a small sail is excellent for 
learning the valué of a keel or cen- 
terboard, the proper adjustment of 
the canvas and the best method of 
getting to windward under canvas. 

A splendid method, which generally 
produces the best knowledge of saifl- 
ing, is to use & small double-ended 
skiff and go out alone where wind 
and water are mild. Use a sprit sail 
and then learn to steer the beat by 


the middle and the stern. 

With an ordinary skiff and su 
style of sail, one can sit In the stern 
and the boat will run free before the 
wind. If you move a little forward 
of the stern it will bring the boat 
around so that the wind will be on 
the quarter. By sitting amidships, 
the boat will gall with the wind on 
her beam. For close-haunlied work, 
a Httle forward of amidship wil! gen- 
erally do the trick. To come about, 
let the boat gather way by getting 
near the stern and then move for. 
ward rapidly. This will bring the 
boat into the wind with her sails 
flopping and by shoving the clew to 
windward the Boat will come around 
—generally. 

A good many yachtemen will recog- 
nize this explanation of their first sail- 
ing daye in a small boat. It. teaches 
even a dull mind the reason a boat 
goes under sail power and once 
learned it is like waiking or swim- 


ming. It-remains with you. 
With boats a little larger than a 
skiff, such @ Catboats and crafts us- 


ing a fairly large maingall and a jib, 
a rudder is required to handle them. 
The system of handling both sails is 
the same as in the ekiff, but the rud- 
der brings the boat down to a finer 
point of sailing and for safety and 
convenience. 

The main polnt with the sails on 
any kind of a beat ie to keep them 
sheeted at an angle whereby they 
are within an ace of flopping. Then 
you get the most forward pressure 
out of the canvas and go as fast as 
the boat will travel. It is quite com- 
mon to see men who have vachted 
for years who have never learned the 
proper angie at which to sheet a sail 
for the best resulta. Bome insist on 
having the salle too. fat and others 
want the sail with a big bulge in it. 
Tt ie all a matter of comfort and 
speed. If you have plenty of time 
it doésn't make & great deal of dir- 
ference. It looks sloppy, however, 
and is land-lubbériy not to have the 
saile trimmed property.
